His British government's

them unacceptable to any 
of the parties concerned. 


The mystery of the British 
“plan” has been further 
complicnted by the revela- 
tion (net officially denied) 
that Governor Sir John 
Harding took it back with 
him to Cyprus to negotiate. 
But with whom has not 
beon explained. There has 
been no indication that 
aince Archbishop Makarios 
was banished the Gre 
Cypriots have found for 
thempelvey another spokes-" 
than’ to negotiate the con. 
stitutional tuture of Cypras

SIGNS OF REVOLT IN HUNGARY 
AND THE UKRAINE 


London, July 6. 
The mushroom cloud of the de-Stalinisation campaign 


has spread out menacingly into 


Russia’s 


satellite empire, 


causing unrest and rebellion of the mind behind the Iron 


Curtain. 


Official and intelligence reports indicate clearly that the move has 
spread beyond Poland, to other East European nations in bondage. 

In most East European nations under Soviet control signs of unrest 
have been troubling their Communist regimes for some weeks past. 

But it was the open revolt of the Polish steel workers in Poznan 


which raised the alarm. 


The Communkg party icaders 
nave begun to reveal growing 
unxicty over the ferment caused 
by the spirit of Ubcratlsadon, 

Satellite governmems have 
in the past few days hastened 
sound warnings oainet taking 
liberties with diberty—a first 
bind that the “thaw” may be 
slowed down, If not stopped. 

Poland has so far gone 
farthest In {ts rebellion against 
the pressure from its Communist 
regime, 

Same reports claim 
garest has even spread. to 
Soviet Ukraine where students

Slaves take the place 
ol savings and will be freely 
spent—in cther words, worked 
to death. Two birds will thus | 
be killed with one stone: new 
wealth will be created and old 
population pressures — t¢mpor- 
arily relieved. 

Eighteen hundred milllon 
members of the human specics 
are underted, and in Asia alone 
between 100 million and 150 
million families are living in 
urban oor rural slums, Slum 
clearance requires vast capital 
expenditures; but, as we have 
seen, there Is no capftal and the 
poration of Asia is increasing 
yy about 20 million a year. We 
can look forward, during the 
next half-century at Icast, ‘to 
deepening misery, and the social 
and political consequences of 
deepening miscry. 

If this misery jis to be 
tersened and some at lesst of 
Its most dangerous consequences 
avoided, the present efforts to 
increase agricultural and indus~ 
trial production must be accom- 
panied by a concerted effort to 
reduce the rate of population 
increase. Among the Brave New 
Worlders population was cn 
gulated by the central authority, 
and the practice of birth control 
by individuals had been turned 
into a quasi-instinctlve be- 
haviour pattern.

The hope that United Nations 
membership “could be broadened 
sull further” is also understood 
to refer to Asia—mainly China 
and Japan. 


There was no identity of view 
among the prime ministers about 
China's membership of the world, 
organisatfon—only half of the 
Commonwealth countries re- 
cognise the Peking Government. 

In deference to United States 
views, many of the prime minis- 
ters opposed any steps to scat 
China now and there will be 
no immediate Commonwealth 
initiative on the question. 


Seat Japan 


Though the communique only 
brictly mentions Jnapin this 
Commomwealth prime ministers 
conference devoted more time 
to discussing relationships with 
her than any other postwar 
mecting of the nine leaders. 

All the Commonweaith stales- 
men were agred that cvery 
effort should be made to secure 
the carly admission of Japan to 
the United Nations and that it 
should be heiped cconomically, 
especially trade, 
China Mail Special.
